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It was barely possible for that Camp to go up to Zion at all; for the Lord 
said that unless they should have at least one hundred of the strength of 
His House they should not go, and they were only able to obtain about 
two hundred. But they did not redeem Zion, because the Saints were not 
prepared. Consequently, the day for the redemption of Zion was post- 
poned, until the time should come when the people, through the experi- 
ences they would be called to pass through, should be prepared for the 
redemption of Zion and for the building of the House of God at the 
center stake thereof. And the day has not yet come; and no man, so far 
as I know, can foretell the day or the hour, the month or the year when 
the people of God shall be ready to redeem Zion and build up the center 
stake. The Lord has not revealed this, so farasI know. But I can tell 
you, in one sense, when it will come to pass. I will not attempt to point 
out the day or the year. It will be in the due time of the Lord, when the 
people of God are prepared to go back, and not before. Whether it be in 
this generation or in the next generation, it matters not; it will only be 
when the people have prepared themselves to do it by their faithfulness 
and obedience to the commands of God. I prophesy to you, in the name 
of the Lord, that when the Latter-day Saints have prepared themselves 
through righteousness to redeem Zion, they will accomplish that work, and 
God will go with them. No power will then be able to prevent them 
from accomplishing that work; for the Lord has said it shall be done, 
and it will be done in the due time of the Lord, when the people are 
prepared for it. But when shall I be prepared to go there? Not while I 
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have in my heart the love of this world more than the love of God. Not 
while I am possessed of that selfishness and greed that would induce me 
to cling to the world or my possessions in it, at the sacrifice of principle 
or truth. But when I am ready to say, “Father, all that I have, myself 
included, is Thine; my time, my substance, everything that I possess is 
on the altar, to be used freely, agreeable to Thy holy will, and not my will, 
but Thine, be done,” then perhaps I will be prepared to go and help to 
redeem Zion. For Zion can only be built up by the law that God revealed 
for that purpose, which is the law of consecration—not the law of tithing. 
The law of tithing was instituted because the people could not abide the 
greater law. If we could live up to the law of consecration, then there 
would be no necessity for the law of tithing, because it would be swallowed 
up in the greater law. The law of consecration requires all; the law of 
tithing only requires one-tenth of your increase annually. If the law of 
consecration were observed, the Lord would have plenty in His storehouse 
and could accomplish a vast deal more, and none would lack. All the 
energies and power of the people would be concentrated in the direction 
He chose, the people giving all their labor, talent and possessions, if 
required, for the accomplishment of the purposes of God. God’s purposes, 
mark you. Not the purposes of man. Then the people would be con- 
verted ; they would possess the spirit of revelation, and would be prophets, 
seers and revelators in very deed. They would then know when God 
spoke through His servants, or to themselves directly by the voice of His 
Spirit. They would have the gifts of discernment, of prophecy, of knowl- 
edge, of faith, and all virtue dwelling in them, and their whole being 
would be full of light. When the Lord spoke to them, they would know 
His voice; when He made known His will, they would not only know it 
was His will, but would cheerfully subscribe to it. There would be no 
division, no contention, no darkness; all would be clear, and they would 
see as they are seen and know as they are known. If we could only reach 
this point; if we could deal justly with each other, and not deceive our- 
selves by vainly imagining that we can deceive God; if we could come to 
this standard of perfection in the truth, oh! how quickly would the Lord 
open the way for the redemption of Zion and the building up of the center 
stake thereof, the erection of that glorious house that has been promised 
should be built there, on which the glory of God should rest, and in which 
the Saints should have communion with the Heavenly hosts. The Lord 
can soon smooth the rough places and make the road clear for the journey 
of the people to the place of His choice, whenever they are ready. But we 
are not yet prepared for it. 

We heard to-day from President George Q. Cannon that many had 
apparently abandoned their faith for the healing of the sick, and placed 
their trust wholly in the doctors. When sickness comes some of us send 
at once for the doctor, instead of administering to the sick, exercising 
faith in their behalf, nourishing them with wholesome food and mild 
herbs, as the law directs, that by the prayer of faith and the anointing 
with oil they may be healed by the power of God, if they are not 
appointed unto death; and if they are appointed unto death, that 
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they may die in the Lord. While this lack of faith prevails as it does, 
this is a very great obstacle in the way of your redeeming the waste 
places. 

There was a time, not long ago, when the people were sorely tried in 
certain directions. Men’s hearts were wrung to the core because they 
were separated from their families, driven into exile, or dragged before 
unfriendly courts, and convicted and imprisoned for having done what 
they believed to be a religious duty. Their wives were no less tried to see 
their husbands thus cruelly treated. Not only that, but many of the wives 
themselves had to flee from home with their little children, and were sub- 
jected to suffering and hardships before unknown to them; risking the 
lives of themselves and their children. They were also tried when they 
were taken prisoners and compelled to bear witness against their loved 
ones or be charged with, and punished for, contempt or perjury. These 
were sore trials for the people. Many of them had to endure them, and all 
honor to the men and women who were faithful; they did endure them 
and were true to their integrity to God. They did not deny the faith; 
they were not driven from the Gospel, nor from the Church, because of 
these great trials that they had to endure. 

Now let us look at ourselves in another light. Would all of these men 
and women who have endured these severe tests as patiently submit to it 
if the Lord should now try them in their pockets? They stood the test of 
principle when they felt that they were persecuted and harassed for con- 
science’s sake, but suppose the Lord should require them now to contribute 
their means for the accomplishment of certain needful ends, not directly 
benefiting themselves, do you think they would be able to stand the test; 
or would some of them say, what I have is my own, and I propose to 
handle it to suit myself? Are there any possessing that spirit among the 
Latter-day Saints? You would not need, I fear, very much discernment 
to find that kind of a spirit existing in some of those who have actually 
been tried and proven faithful in that other great test. It is said that 
the Lord will try us in ail things, that power shall be given Satan to 
tempt us and to deceive even the very elect, if it were possible. 

It behoves us, therefore, my brethren and sisters, to look to ourselves, 
turning the eye of scrutiny in upon our own souls, and to ask ourselves, 
“Am I preparing to help redeem Zion and to build up the waste places 
thereof?” “Am I shaping my conduct so that when the Lord shall call 
upon the people to do this, I will be one that will be chosen for the 
work?” I was very much tried in my feelings when banished from my 
family for seven years. I served seven years in banishment—not in idle- 
ness, for I found plenty to do, though I was away from home much of that 
time. It was avery great trial to me; but in all of it I never had a feeling 
of doubt cross my mind. Of course, I could see the clouds of darkness 
before me, which looked impenetrable, and almost interminable. I did 
not know when the end would come, for the Lord did not show it unto me. 
If I had known in the beginning how far off the end was, I might per- 
haps have acted unwisely. But he withheld the vision of the end from 
my mind and I saw it not.. As to the fact, however, that the desired end

would come I never had a doubt; for I believed that God was able to 
remove the clouds of darkness and to cause the sunlight of heaven and of 
peace to shine again upon the household of faith. Yet I grieved when I 
heard of my brethren being haled to prison and my own family and 
those of my brethren driven from home with their little ones, in the dead 
of winter, to seek shelter away from those who sought their hurt; I thank 
the Lord who gave me fortitude to endure, and was very grateful to Him 
and to my friends for the termination of that ordeal. If the Lord had 
required me to go to prison, or to face the indignities that many of my 
brethren had to, Ido not know how well my strength and my patience 
might have held out. I was spared that test and I am thankful that it 
was so. But I pray always that if I should be brought to the severest 
test it would not shake my confidence in God, nor weaken my faith in, or 
love for, Him. And if He wants the little means I have, I want to feel as 
though it belonged to Him, for He gave it to me. If He sees fit to allow it 
to be destroyed, or to be taken from me by any means, let me say like Job 
of old: “The Lord giveth, and the Lord taketh away; blessed be the name 
of the Lord.” It is the only true feeling on this point that prophets, seers 
and revelators should have. 

May the Lord bless and help you to magnify this calling unto which 
you are called, to be witnesses of the Lord Jesus. Having received in 
your hearts the spirit of prophecy, prophesy good for Zion, and not evil; 
for as sure as the Lord lives, if you prophesy evil against Zion you will 
be proven false prophets. God has decreed good for Zion. He has de- 
termined that His work shall continue in the earth and that His purposes 
shall be consummated, and the man that prophesies against Zion will be 
proven a false prophet. Therefore, if you desire to be true prophets and 
exercise the gifts that are within you, let your prophecy be good for Zion, 
for the people of God, for the honest in heart, and for the contrite and 
humble of all lands and climes, that the Gospel may be preached unto 
them, that they may be gathered into the fold and be saved with an 
everlasting salvation in our Father’s kingdom. Speak good things, and 
speak no ill. Stop fault-finding, backbiting, lying, and multiplying the 
evils that may exist among us. Promote good. Speak of that which is 
good and pure. Speak of the good qualities of men. Let your minds 
dwell upon that which is good. Seek for the spirit of righteousness, of 
truth, of meekness, of love, and of devotion to the work that we are 
engaged in, for it is the continuance and will be the winding up of the 
greatest work that was ever begun on the face of this earth, and it will be 
completed in the due time of the Lord. Those who are not faithful will 
have to bear the consequences of their acts; while those that are faithful 
will rise and be exalted with it. Their wives, their husbands, their 
parents and their children will be theirs, in time and throughout eternity ; 
and they will have kingdoms, thrones, principalities, powers, dominion 
and exaltation. These are some of the blessings promised unto God’s 
people, and no power on earth can hinder them from receiving them, 
except their own failure to do His will. May the Lord help us, therefore, 
to be faithful, is my prayer in the name of Jesus. Amen.

WE find in October, 1849, at that conference, that Elder Taylor was called 
to go to France, Lorenzo Snow to Italy, and Erastus Snow to England. 
With only eight or ten others, they traveled the plains in the cold, pitiless 
winds and storms, only about half clad, with no extras. It is different 
now, going in a Pullman palace car with cash to pay your way. His 
labors in France the reader will get in his history. After three years’ 
absence he returned, only to be appointed a home missionary. Soon after 
he was sent to New York to start a paper called Zhe Mormon. Horace 
Greeley in giving it notice said it was a creditably printed newspaper and 
well edited. The office was situated on Nassau and Ann streets, between 
the Herald and Greeley’s paper. Here is the prospectus: “We believe in 
good, sound, healthy morals, in matter-of-fact philosophy, in politics un- 
corrupted, and that secures the greatest good to all. We believe in the 
God of heaven and certainly in religion. We believe in a religion that 
will make a man go down to the grave with a clear conscience and an un- 
faltering step, to meet his God as a father and a friend without fear.” 

Well do I remember when in San Bernardino with Bartholomew’s circus, 
buying the old papers from Joseph Rich, and Marion Lyman, and among 
them were 7'he Mormon. ‘The editorials of many I cut out, and though a 
thoughtless boy they interested me. I recognized the writer’s ability then, 
and when I became scquainted with him in after years it was as though I 
had known him always. 

When the Johnson Army of 1857 was camped on Ham’s Fork, Captain 
Van Vliet came to Salt Lake for grain for the command, but there was 
none for him; the people had made up their minds not to be persecuted 
any more, and this is what they said and did. Elder Taylor addressed 
the meeting that the captain attended, and the Elder asked the people, 
“Would you, if necessary, put the torch to your houses and lay the land in 
waste and go to the mountains?” 

Brigham Young said: “Try the vote.” 

Elder Taylor—“ All you that are willing to set fire to your property and 
lay it in ashes rather than submit to military rule and oppression, raise 
your right hand.” 

About four thousand all voted. 

Elder Taylor—“I knew what your feelings would be. We have been 
persecuted and robbed long enough, and in the name of Israel’s God we 
will be free!” 

The captain was astonished and went home a friend to the people. 

While preaching that day Elder Taylor got very earnest, and President 
Young caught him by the coat-tail as a reminder. Taylor turned around 
and said, “Brother Brigham, let go my coat-tail; I tell you, the bullets in 
me yet hurt!” 

All know how the army were at last used; first to bring money to the 
people, and afterwards they were sent down South to fight the battles of 
the nation. 
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After President Young’s death John Taylor was chosen as President of 
the Church. He brought to that office the experience of many years with 
President Young. He at once pushed the three temples in course of erec- 
tion, sent more missionaries, and gave great life to everything. One of 
the first incidents was a jubilee, such as ancient Israel used to have. 
Eight hundred and two thousand dollars ($802,000)—one half of that was 
owing to the Perpetual Emigration Fund—was forgiven the people, so 
that those who were too poor to pay it were relieved. The Female Relief 
Societies had saved up 34,761 bushels of wheat which they loaned out to 
the poor that had none for seed. Many other good things were done at 
that jubilee which has had its good effect. 

In one part of the Bible we find where Joshua asked the Lord to let the 
sun and moon stand still, while he licked the five kings. This shows to 
me just how anxious he was to have a good chance to do their work. In 
a later verse we can see how long the time seemed while he was in the 
fight; it says the sun stood still and the moon stayed until the people 
avenged themselves upon their enemies; after the fight, we read that there 
was no day like that before it or after it; the sun did not go down for a 
whole day. I can appreciate the feeling and anxiety, fur when the Indians 
had us surrounded once it seemed to me an age, before we got out of it; 
since that time it has been plain to me about the sun standing still on 
Joshua. Well, Elder Taylor was like Joshua, only more so; when he got 
into debate or in a moral fight he wanted the sun, moon and stars all to 
stand still and look on while he demolished his adversaries. 

President Taylor’s life is known to us elder ones, and the young can 
learn of this great man from his books and writings, from the many ser- 
mons that are printed. It will pay them to hunt them up and read them 
for the many good lessons they will glean therefrom. He was himself, and 
there was, or is, none like him. When we recount the activity of his life, 
when we contemplate the dignity of his character and of his cause, and 
how exceptional it has been, what an example it is for us! Should we not 
emulate him continually? 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


The London cabmen have come out on strike for a reduction of the charges for the hire 
of cabs. 


Over thirty men are reported to have been killed or injured by heavy falls of earth 
which have occurred at Aurora Mine, Ironwood, Michigan, U.S.A. 


The citizens of Grand Junction, Colorado, U.S.A., have determined to memorialize 
Congress to build two large canals to relaim over a million acres in western Colorado and 
eastern Utah. The estimated cost is $5,000,000. 

It is calculated that the construction of the proposed Brussels Canal will occupy fully 
five years, and will cost 34,500,000 francs. The burgomaster has asked the government 
to contribute 8,000,000 francs towards the undertaking. 


The experiment with oil for fuel for locamotives which have been made of late, leave 
no room for doubt that it is much preferable to coal, and it will be a matter of but a short 
time until it comes into general use. The Chicago Burlington Quincy Railway is equip- 
ping a number of its locomotives with oil. 
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The six anarchists condemned to death for the attempt on the life of Marshal Campos 
and the outrage in the Liceo Theatre, Spain, were shot at Barcelona May 21. Two of 
the condemned men walked quietly to their doom, but the others were most demonstra- 
tive and shouted all kinds of revolutionary cries. 


The Khedive has lately received from Schech el Kassabi of Tantah a present of an ex- 
ceedingly valuable Mahommedan relic. This consists in a hair of the Prophets’ beard. 
The hair is kept in a crystal flacon. The Khedive was highly delighted with the present, 
which will now be placed, on exhibition in the far-famed Achmedi Mosque in Tantah, a 
place much favored by Mohammedan Pilgrims. | 

A telegram from Charleroi, Belgium, May 27, states that another catastrophe has oc- 
curred at the mine Anderlues, where two years ago, through an explosion of fire-damp, 
150 victims lost their lives. The explosion was in the Gendabieri mine. Two workmen 
were killed and four seriously wounded, of whom one has since died. The disaster oc- 
curred while blasting operations were being carried on. 


Fifty of the most influential citizens of Chicago, U.S.A., including Mr. Field, Mr. 
Gage, Mr. Pullman, and Mr. Armour, are promoting a local agitation in favor of inter- 
national bi-metallism. They are all conservative financiers, opposed to free coinage, or 
any other wider use of silver, by the United States alone. They regard India’s difficulty 
as America’s opportunity, and urge that pressure should be brought to bear upon Great 
Britain to change her principles in this respect. 

The anarchist Henry was guillotined in Paris early on the morning of May 21 for the 
bomb outrage in the Cafe Terminus last March. He submitted willingly to the adjusting 
of straps and the baring of his neck by the public executioner, but when approaching 
the guillotine he gave way and had to be assisted on to the fatal plank. Immediately 
before the knife was liberated he shouted ‘‘ Vive l’Anarchie,” but there was no demon- 
stration of any sort, although there was a large crowd present. 


On the 24th of May Queen Victoria filled her seventy-fifth year. Only two English 
Sovereigns have attained to a higher age: George the Second who became seventy-seven 
years of age, and George the Third who died when eighty-two years old. On June 20 the 
Queen will have reigned fifty-seven years. Of all her predecessors on the English throne 
none have had so long a reign except George the Third who was king nearly sixty years, 
but he was entirely unable during the last twenty years of his life to hold the reins of 
government. 


A large and vicious elephant known as Tip was poisoned last month in Central Park, 
New York. The animal had killed several men, and it had been found impossible to 
subdue him. The elephant first took and then rejected a carrot in which had been 
placed three ounces of cyanide of potassium. He also refused an apple similarly pre- 
pared, but finally swallowed a piece of bread containing at least an ounce of the poison. 
A slight effect was produced at first, but the animal afterwards appeared better. In the 
afternoon, however, his strength failed, and he eventually succumbed. The poisoning of 
the elephant was witnessed by a large number of persons, including doctors and reporters. 


A prisoner, condemned to solitary confinement, obtained a copy of the Bible, and, by 
three years’ careful study, gave the following as facts: The Bible contains 3,686,489 
letters, 773,692 words, 31,173 verses, 1,189 chapters and 66 books. The word ‘‘and” 
occurs 46,277 times. The word ‘‘reverend” occurs but once, which is in the 9th verse of 
the 111th Psalm. The middle verse is the 8th verse of the 118th Psalm. The 21st verse 
of the 7th chapter of Ezra, contains all the letters in the alphabet except the letter ‘‘ J.” 
The finest chapter to read is the 26th chapter of the Acts of the Apostles. The 19th 
chapter II Kings and the 37th chapter of Isaiah are alike. The longest verse is the 9th 
verse of the 8th chapter of St. John. The shortest verse is the 35th verse of the 11th 
chapter of St. John. The 8th, 15th, 2)st and 3lst verses of the 107th Psalm are alike. 
Each verse of the 136th Psalm ends alike. There are no words or names of more than 


six syllables.

THE LITTLE THINGS IN LIFE. 


In the daily struggle for advancement how many do not fail in the accom- 
plishment of their purposes from the fact that they have not given suffi- 
cient thought to the little things of life! In the daily routine of our lives, 
in our pursuit after pleasure or happiness, in striving for success in any 
undertaking, in seeking to better our lives, in working out our eternal 
salvation, do we give proper heed to the little things in life? In many 
instances it is not done. We believe, however, that seldom, if ever, has 
any great and permanent success been achieved without attention to 
details. It is not our purpose to enter into a treatise on the secret of the 
success that has attended noted men and women, and thereby seek to 
prove that it has been the result of close attention to details, but will 
content ourselves with an old adage to the effect that “what is worth 
doing at all, is worth doing well” and seek to apply that unto our labors 
in searching for eternal life. | 

All admit that the finely chiseled features of a beautiful piece of sculp- 
ture have been brought out only by the careful work of the sculptor, 
removing but a grain here and a grain there until the statue became per- 
fect. In a painting, the light, finishing touches, which to the observer 
apparently add nothing to the picture, serve to blend into one harmonious 
whole the various features of the artist’s work. The most painstaking 
artist, all other things being equal, is the surest of success. In business 
affairs those who work most strictly in accordance with business princi- 
ples are the most successful. We find this applicable in every walk of 
life, and therefore we find it no less so in the observance of our religion. 

That the Latter-day Saints possess a great amount of faith cannot be 
denied, for they have in times past proven, as they are now proving by 
their lives, that they place the utmost reliance in the promises of God as 
given through the servants He has chosen to represent Him on the earth. 
They undertake willingly, often voluntarily, the most difficult and even 
hazardous tasks in the furtherance of the kingdom of God on the earth, 
and discharge these duties faithfully. They have suffered much and have 
borne it bravely. They would willingly pass through such trials again 
for the Gospel’s sake should the Lord demand it at their hands, but how 
many delight in the performance of the smaller duties? 

A young man, reared in the valleys of the mountains, as the Saints are 
fond of calling the home that God has chosen for them, often accepts the 
Gospel as a matter of course, because his father and mother have embraced 
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it, many times paying but little heed to the investigation that is neces- 
sary to convince himself that the work he has seen established is really 
the work of God. Often he pays little heed to the counsel that is given 
him. Yet, notwithstanding all this, within him dwells, perhaps unper- 
ceived, that spirit which has made of the Latter-day Saints the wonderful 
people they are. If such a young man be called on a mission he is sud- 
denly awakened from his spiritual lethargy or mental indolence to the 
realization that on him devolves the duty of continuing the work that 
has been commenced by his parents. His latent powers are aroused. The 
spirit seldom permits him to refuse the call, no matter how keenly he may 
feel his weakness, but he accepts it with trembling and fear. He at once 
seeks the Lord in prayer with the result that he receives testimonies of 
the truth—testimonies which he probably possessed before, but which he 
had never before regarded in that light. He goes forth in the strength 
of this new power and faithfully performs the work allotted to him, com- 
pletes his mission and feels that he has done a good work, that he has ac- 
complished one great act in life. But does he after that observe the little 
things in life? 

The early Saints, those who were driven from their homes, those who 
settled the desert, subdued the elements and made the wilderness blossom, 
have sacrificed much and are willing to sacrifice more, but do they look 
after the little things? 

Let us see what are some of these little things. In such a thorough 
organization as that of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
every member in good standing finds a host of duties awaiting him, or 
her. There are the ward duties, teaching, visiting the Saints, tending the 
sick, looking after the wants of the poor, and many other smaller require- 
ments that are made of them from time to time. Are these as cheerfully 
and as faithfully performed as a mission to foreign lands, or as a mission 
to settle a new country, or as any other of the greater works and sacrifices? 

We should show charity; not merely that charity which finds an open- 
ing in the using of our riches for good, but a charity that will overlook the 
faults of a brother or sister, that will scan the motives instead of the 
deeds; a charity that, when it fails to discover the intents of the heart, 
will reserve its judgment; a charity that will lift a fallen brother or sister 
from the mire and with encouraging words and the right kind of sympathy 
place a repentant sinner on the right road; a charity that freely forgives 
an injury, even though no repentance is shown by the sinning brother or 
sister. Are we all striving to bring our natures into obedience to this 
ennobling and elevating principle? 

There is the Word of Wisdom. Do we all keep it? Not merely the 
regulations as to strong drinks, hot drinks and tobacco, but do we live up 
to the spirit of that revelation? 

Then we reach our family duties. Are we always careful to open and 
close each day with prayer? Are we striving to make of home a heaven 
on earth, a place where peace and harmony dwell, a place of happiness? 
Do we study the proper method of training our children to learn from 
childhood that which we ourselves have had to learn by mature experience? 
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Are we guarding those treasures with the constant view before us that 
they are gifts from God for the proper use of which we, as stewards, must 
at some day give an account? Are we gently but firmly curbing the wil- 
fulness of their little minds and guarding them from all evil? Are we 
indeed fathers and mothers unto them in the highest sense that those 
endearing terms imply? 

Then we come to ourselves, to our habits, our tempers, our desires, our 
very thoughts. Here is a vast field for a most thorough scrutiny. Here 
the little things in life become numerous and even prominent. In fact 
here lies our most important work in bringing about perfection. All 
others mentioned will come of themselves if we have perfected ourselves 
in these things. To gain ascendancy over all evil desires will conquer our 
evil habits. To learn patience and forbearance is to conquer a rebellious 
nature and a quick temper. All these form some of the little things in 
life. Now as to their importance. 

Are they as necessary as the greater works? Yes, every whit. The 
greater works form but the frame around which will cluster all others, 
making of life a perfect and harmonious whole. Granting that we have 
sacrificed our all for the Gospel, what will it profit if the heart is full of 
bitterness, if it is void of love and charity, if we are full of weaknesses 
and frailties. ‘“O,” says some one, “I think the Lord will overlook these 
follies for the greater things I have done.” Well, perhaps that is so, but 
does it not strike you that every fault not overcome makes the life just to 
that extent imperfect, and that every imperfection lessens the degree of 
glory that you would be able to endure, let alone enjoy? God will doubt- 
less reward us for what we have done, but if our own imperfections make 
us ineligible for a celestial glory, is it reasonable to believe that the 
reward expected will be the perfecting of us by God regardless of our 
own efforts? Hardly. The Lord informs us that “all kingdoms have a 
law given,” and that “he who is not able to abide the law of a celestial 
kingdom, cannot abide the celestial glory.” These little details, if looked 
after, will serve to perfect and adorn a useful life, and will be the finishing 
_ touches that will insure success. “Look after the pennies, the pounds will 
take care of themselves,” is a true saying. Let us look to the little things 
in life and they will of themselves make us great. J. V. B.

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A VISIT TO GERMANY. 


Cologne, June 1, 1894, 
At Berlin we have a branch of some forty members. Brother Oscar 
Wilkens, Jr., assisted by William McEwan, labors there. These young men 
are applying themselves diligently to learn the German language and to 
work in the ministry, and reported quite a nuwber of inquiring friends. 
Some of these—a class-leader in some religions denomination and a couple 
of young men belonging to the same society—made us a call Sunday 
morning at seven o'clock. They were earnestly seeking for truth and 
asked many questions. President Naegle satisfied them on every point 
which they advanced. They regretted that they could not attend our 
meeting, the class-leader having an appointment in his own church at the 
same time, but promised to call again. 

It was a pleasant gathering we attended in the afternoon. Nearly all 
the Saints were present, and also several strangers. The Saints in Berlin 
are allowed to hold meetings, and although living under the same laws that 
are administered in such an oppressive way at Sorau, they are enjoying 
quite a degree of freedom in their worship. When first they asked permis- 
sion to hold meetings two policemen were ordered to be in regular attend- 
ance, but after a while they became tired of coming, and now our brethren 
are not subjected to any interference from the authorities. After meeting 
was closed our friend, the class-leader, who had visited us in the morning, 
came back; his wife and several of the members of his class had attended 
our meeting and were much interested. They told us they would spend a 
short time with us before going to a meeting of young people—a kind of 
festive gathering in their own church. A couple of hours were pleasantly 
spent in conversation with the Saints and the strangers who joined the 
Saints in singing several of our hymns of Zion. When the Saints left, the 
strangers gathered around us with their Bibles and asked a great many 
questions in regard to our faith. The principle of salvation for the dead, 
being so opposed to their ideas of the plan of salvation, had troubled them, 
and they wanted to know if it was a scriptural doctrine. I enjoyed much 
freedom in explaining this to them. They examined each passage quoted, 
and mentioned freely the difficulties which presented themselves to their 
minds. They apparently forgot their own meeting, for it was late at 
night before they left us, expressing themselves much pleased with what 
they had heard. 

On our way to Leipzig we stopped over at Wittenberg, the cradle of the 
Reformation. We visited the house where Luther lived and worked so many 
years. There is in this house a museum of Luther-relics and mementos such 
as furniture, pictures, manuscripts and books published by him ; some of the 
latter had very quaint title pages. From there we went to the “Schloss- 
kirche,” the church on the door of which Luther placed his famous ninety- 
five thesis. Though they were written against the infamous practices of 
Johan Tezel, the indulgence-vendor, and not directly aimed at the Pope, 
_ still they contained the germ of the Reformation. Luther is said to have 
believed that the Pope would sustain him in the position he had taken; 
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but he could hardly have put much reliance on such a hope, for history 
would tell him of too many who had been burned for a less offense than 
the one he had committed in denying the authority of the Pope to give 
indulgencies. He did not mince his words; the 76th thesis says: “The 
indulgence of the Pope cannot take away the smallest daily sin, in regard 
to the fault or delinquency.” Luther and Melanchton lie buried in this 
church. The door on which the famous thesis were put was destroyed by 
the French, but it is replaced by a door of bronze, on which all the thesis 
have been inscribed, or, rather, they form part of the casting. 

We visited also the place where Luther burned the Pope’s bull on the 
10th of December 1520. It was a bold step of a poor monk to thus enter 
the lists with one whose word had hitherto been omnipotent in nearly 
the whole Christian world. An oak is planted on the spot surrounded 
by a fence to protect it from the relic-hunter. Standing under the 
shadow of this tree, looking towards Wittenberg, I almost fancied I could 
see the procession of determined teachers and students led by the re- 
doubted Augustinian, with solemn pace approaching this spot, where a 
pile of faggots had been provided, one of the oldest masters applying the 
torch, and Luther casting the Pope’s document on the crackling fire, a 
ringing cheer from the students, and then Luther and the procession 
returning quietly to the city. Such was the act that had such momentous 
consequences. It was a declaration of war which arrayed northern and 
southern Europe against each other. Generations were to pass away and 
rivers of blood to flow before the sword drawn by religious intolerance 
was finally sheathed through sheer exhaustion of the contending parties. 

At Leipzig we found Elders J. H. Squires and Jacob Weiler laboring. 
The branch consists of nearly thirty Saints and is in a good condition. 
We met with the Saints in the evening and had a refreshing time with 
them. The Saints here hire a meeting-hall and, as in Berlin, the author- 
ities do not interfere with them in their religious exercises. Brother 
Squires speaks German well and Brother Weiler, who has only been there 
a short time, is making promising progress in attaining the language. I 
had the pleasure of meeting my son and Elder Joseph Anderson from 
Grantsville, who are attending the Conservatory of Music here. They are 
energetically pursuing their studies and meeting with considerable success. 
They have also succeeded in interesting some of their fellow-students in 
our people. 

On our way to Frankfort-am-Main we passed through Eisenach and 
here we spent a couple of hours visiting the Castle of Wartburg, where we 
were shown the room in which Luther labored on the translation of the 
Bible. There may be doubts as to whether the revolution he inaugurated 
was a reformation in the true sense of the word, but there is no doubt 
that in giving the German people the Bible in their own language he 
accomplished a blessed work. On the wall is shown an inky spot, where 
Luther smashed his inkstand when he hurled it at the devil. In spite of 
the numberless visitors who have dug into the wall to bring pieces of it 
away with them, and the lapse of nearly four hundred years, it is kept as 
black as ever! 
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At Frankfort we were met by Elder A. O. Woodruff. He has labored here 
since his arrival in the mission and most of the time alone. This has not 
been a detriment to him in attaining the language. I was surprised to 
hear him speak German so well. He enjoys his labors, and the Saints are 
much attached to him. There are not many Saints in this branch, and 
most of them are new members, but they are in poesession of the spirit of 
the Gospel and we had a good time together in our meeting. A few 
strangers were also present. 

Next evening we met with the Saints of the Manheim branch. Many 
of the members of this branch live on the Bavarian side of the river and 
here the Elders have to use the utmost caution so as not to get into 
collision with the authorities. Elders C. Maag, A. Bryner and Fiihlenbach 
are laboring here. In order to reach Rotterdam for conference on Sunday 
I left Brother Naegle this morning at Manheim. 

Rotterdam, June 3, 1894. 

I have attended conference with the Saints of the Netherland’s Mission 
here to-day. A good many Saints came over from Amsterdam and 
Arnheim. A large hall had been hired for the occasion and it was well 
filled with attentive strangers. It was a spiritual feast both to the Saints 
and the missionaries. President Bennion and the Elders laboring here are 
working hard to reach the people. They have not succeeded in baptizing 
many during the winter, but they have found many friends who are in- 
vestigating the principles of the Gospel, and they have good hopes of the 
future.

CARD TO THE ELDERS. 


THE following instructions relative to public discussion on certain points 
have been issued by the First Presidency: 
To the Elders of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 


Drak BRETHREN :—Certain parties who appear to be anxious for noto- 
toriety, and who desire to take advantage of the prominence and achieve 
the dignity which discussion with the Elders of this Church would give 
them, have sent to representative Elders of the Church challenges to hold 
discussion upon the doctrines and the validity of the authority of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. People of this kind in 
California and elsewhere have of late been very persistent in demanding 
an acceptance of their challenge—the question, for debate, as they put it, 
being: 

First—Was Brigham Young the lawful and legitimate successor of Joseph 
Smith (the Seer,) to the prophetic office and presidency of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints? 

Second—And is Utah the appointed place for the gathering of the Saints 
in the last days, as spoken by the Prophets of God, including Joseph Smith, 
the Seer? 

We take this public method of saying to all our Elders that we consider 
it entirely unnecessary for the vindication of the principles of the Church, 
or to prove the authority of the Priesthood of the presiding authorities of 
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the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, to resort to any such 
method for their vindication. We leave this for the Lord to prove and 
sustain, and we think it folly to submit the claims of our Church or the 
Priesthood to the arbitrament of man. The Lord has said, “By their 
fruits, ye shall know them ;” and to these we can confidently point, feeling 
satisfied that the people who are seeking for truth and looking for the 
evidence which the truth always furnishes, can more readily obtain this 
knowledge by calm investigation and close observation than by controversy, 

It is our counsel, therefore, that any Elder who may have received and 
accepted such a challenge take no steps whatever towards meeting his 
challengers, but that he leave them severely alone. 

No Elder in such a position need feel that any responsibility or discredit 
will attach to him for declining any discussion into which he may have 
been drawn; such responsibility we freely assume. We wish it to be fur- 
ther understood that this is our counsel to all of our Elders at home and 
abroad.

CHURCHES IN NEW YORK. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the fact that great cities harbor much that is bad, 
offering countless temptations and opportunities for developing all the 
immoral characteristics of human nature, the religious element is also 
well represented in such places. There is a light and a dark side to every- 
thing and the contrast is perhaps never more marked than in places 
where human beings congregate to the number of millions and crowd 
together in a comparatively narrow space. 

New York, for instance, with its thousands of saloons and kindred 
breeding places of iniquity has no less than 600 churches, owned by the 
various denominations, with a total seating capacity of 325,000, and the 
average attendance at all religious gatherings is given as 90,000 of a total 
population of 1,800,000. Of these church-goers the Catholics are most 
numerous. The Presbyterians, Methodists and Baptists are not so well 
represented numerically but form nevertheless considerable bodies of 
worshippers. The Jews congregate in 46 synagogues in the city. 

The cost of the various places of worship aggregate $80,000,000. The 
assessed value of the marble cathedral, the most important of the Catholic 
churches in town is $3,000,000. Trinity Church is valued at $4,000,000. 
Grace Church is valued at $350,000, the Jewish temple Emanu-E! on Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-third Street is valued at $400,000. The Jewish temple 
Beth-E] on Fifth Avenue and Seventy-sixth Street is valued at $400,000. 
The new Episcopal cathedral of St. John the Divine will cost $1,500,000, 
it is computed. 

There are no less than eighty-seven churches owned by the Catholic 
population amounting to 500,000 souls. Of these, three are held by the 
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Jesuit order; two belong to the Franciscans, two to the Capucins, one to 
the Carmelites, one to the Paulists and one to the Dominicans. The Ger- 
man Catholics own ten churches, the Italians two; one is Bohemian, one 
French, one Hungarian, one French Canadian and one Polish. The colored 
Catholics own one church.—Deseret News. 


UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 

The six-year-old son of John Bowen of Spanish Fork fell from his father’s wagon while 
it was in motion, and one of the wheels passed over his head, crushing it and killing the 
boy. 

Sven Bjorkman of Daniel’s Creek was badly hooked by a bull. One horn struck him 
in the mouth, cutting a frightful gash in his cheek; the other struck him on the side of 
the head with such force as to render him insensible. 

While two boys were playing with a toy pistol, in a wagon at Morgan, the weapon was 
discharged, and one of the boys, a son of George Ruff, was shot in the leg. The ball 
could not be located when the wound was dressed, but a day or two later was found in 
the boy’s clothing. 

On May 3, a little son of J. E. Wilson, while driving in the neighborhood of Provi- 
dence Bench, Cache County, was thrown from a horse to the ground. The animal stepped 
upon the boy’s face, breaking the cheek bone near the nose. His face was badly lacerated 
and he sustained a number of bruises. 


Edwin Scott of Moroni met with an accident on May 4. He put his feet on a wheel 
hub while the wagon was moving, and the foot slipped between the spokes, The team 
started on a run and for three-quarters of a mile dragged Mr. Scott’s body, hammering 
the ground with it at every turn of the wheel. When the team was stopped it took four 
men to extract the leg, which was broken and mutilated terribly. Mr. Scott recovered 
consciousness, but there appeared to be no possible chance for his recovery, as gangrene 
setin. He has since died. 

A huge landslide occurred on the night of May 23 at Jesse Murphy’s place, in Mill 
Creek, where the course of the Salt Lake and Jordan canal runs at the foot of a bluff. 
The water used for irrigating the land above had soaked into the bluff and loosened 
several hundred feet of earth, which fell into the canal below, damming up the stream 
and causing the water to overflow. Another slide of the same nature recently oocurred 
in Salt Lake City. This was also caused by irrigation, a large amount of earth being 
loesened and caving in, almost undermining the residence of Mr. Tarpey, which now 
stands upon a very insecure foundation. 

About midnight of May 22, Edward W. Tullidge, well known throughout Utah, 
passed from mortality after a protracted illness. The deceased was an Englishman by 
birth and was sixty-five years of age. He took up his residence in Utah in 1860 and from 
that time to the date of his death made Salt Lake City his nome. He possessed con- 
siderable literary ability and sume of his writings will compare favorably with those of 
the best writers of the country. In 1869 he took editorial charge of the Utah Magazine, 
and later assumed the same duties on the Mormon Tribune. He was also one of the lead- 
ing characters in what is known as the Godbeite movement. His history of Salt Lake 
City, issued under the direction of the City Council, is perhaps his best known work, 
although his Western Galaxy and Quarterly were journals of fine literary merit. For 
many years Mr, Tullidge led a very busy life, and in addition to his regular journalistic 
labors he wrote a number of plays which are highly spoken of by critics who examined 
them. Mr. Tullidge leaves a wife and five children, the latter ranging from three to 


fifteen years of age.
